THE CONTRIBUTIONS OF RESEARCH to agriculture in the last 
fifty years have been numerous and the results are to be seen in many of 
the farming methods of the present day. Varieties of wheat, fertilizers, 
insecticides, mechanical equipment and many other matters affecting agri- 


culture have been subjects of research and both the farmers and the public| G 


have benefitted from the work which has been done, While a great deal 
has been accomplished, many people, and perhaps none more than the 
research workers themselves, realize that there are still many problems to 
be solved, This fact has been brought to the attention of the public twice 
lately in discussions concerning crop conditions in the west. For the past 
. two years the western wheat crop has been seriously damaged, last year 
by frost and this year by early snow, which reduced the estimated wheat 
crop marketings by nearly 30,000,000 bushels, according to the report of 
the Canadian wheat board.

Mr. Ernest Jackson, president of the Saskatche- 
Seed Producers = wan Seed Grain Co-Operative Ltd., speaking be- 
‘fore the 27th annual meeting of the Saskatche- 
Are Affected wan Wheat Pool, pointed out that bad harvest 
conditions in the past two years had made it difficult for seed growers to 
produce registered and certified seed crops of high grade and germination. 
Mr. Jackson stated that scientists are now working on problems related 
to the effect of early frost, dampness and other factors upon seed, and he 
urged that greater financial appropriations should be granted’ for agricul- 
tural reggarch, which benefits both the farmer and the public generally in 
many ways.

New Problems Speaking of harvest conditions in the west this 
year, Mr. Gardiner suggested that mechanized equipment used by farmers 
for seeding and harvesting delay these operations under certain conditions, 
and offset the advantages provided by the development of early-maturing 
wheat. He suggested that delay in seeding operations were a factor in the 
damage caused to the last two crops. Research is now being done by 
machinery companies, Mr, Gardiner said, in an effort to find equipment 
which will allow speedier seeding operations. .The western wheat crop is 
important not only to the farmers, but to the country as a whole and to 
many outside of Canada who look to this country for supplies of grain.

Moose Jaw doesn’t get much 
chance to forget that its business is 
based on agriculture and that wheat 
is a main reason for its existence, 

The city, Saskatchewan's third 
largest with a population of just un- 
der 25,000, is the distributing centre 
for 40,000 square miles and a trad- 
ing area for 20,000 square miles. 

The towers that break its skylines 
are related to wheat, The provincial 
seed plant building, a flour mill and 
the Federal grain storage elevator 
are Moose Jaw landmarks. 

But the No, 1 industry is railroad- 
ing. It is a railwayman’s railway 
town, the district headquarters in 
Saskatchewan for the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway and the northern ter- 
minus of the Soo line to Minneapolis. 

Moose Jaw is having one of its 
peak construction years. More than 
800 new houses have been built dur- 
ing the last few years, enough to 
make quite a difference in the city's 
landscape. And the small homes at 
the edge of town—the ones that have 
been there for decades—are freshly 
painted. 

The city is enjoying good business 
no rampaging boom but steady 
growth combined with prosperity. 

Although this has been a bad 
harvest year, business has been ‘‘sur- 
prisingly good”, says G. 8. O’Shaugh- 
nessy, commissioner of Moose Jaw’s 
Chamber of Commerce, \ 

Bank debits for the first eight 
months of the year showed a 14.6 
percent. increase over last year 
against an average increase for the 
Prairies of 13.7 per cent. 

Just south of the city a $3,000,000 
home for mentally deficient is being 
built. It will house 1,000 patients

Much Crop 
Unthreshed 


WINNIPEG, Man.—The Searle 
tain company’s third crop re- 
port indicated 32 per cent. of 
this year’s crops still lie un- 
threshed under snow across the 
prairies. 


Provided this unthreshed grain fin- 
ally gives the same yield per acre as 
the crop already threshed, the com- 
pany estimated the prairie whea 
crop at 548,000,000 bushels. Wit! 
873,000,000 bushels already threshed, 
this leaves 175,000,000 bushels of 
wheat still under snow, . 


The report estimated 29 per cent. 
of the whole wheat crop would grade 
No. 5 and under, including toughs 
and damps. 

With the same proviso with crops 
still under snow, the report estimated 
final yields at: vats 331,000,000 bush- 
els, barley 243,000,000, rye 16,700,000 
and flaxseed 8,800,000. 

Manitoba has only 3,000,000 bush- 
els of unthreshed wheat, while Al- 
berta has 84,000,000 bushels under 
snow and Saskatchewan 88,000,000. 


Record By Port 
Of Churchill 


SASKATOON.—A record was set 
in 1951 for importing and exporting 
through the Port of Churchill, W. G. 
Streeton, president of the Hudson 
Bay Route Association, said. 

He told the second annual conven-

Speaking to B of M shareholders at 
their 134th annual meeting hefe, 
Mr. Gardner found  encourage- 
ment in Canada’s current monetary 
policies which were resulting in a 
“healthier and more realistic inter- 
est-rate structure, with the price of 
money once again beginning to exer- 
cise its traditional stabilizing func- 
tion as a stimulus to saving and a 
brake on excessive expansion.” 

Warning that the possibility of 
further inflation was still “very real,” 
the president traced both the short 
and long-term factors which threaten 
Canada’s monetary stability. 


Inflationary Factors 

Mr. Gardner saw an immediate in- 
flationary threat in the necessity of 
putting an increasing proportion of 
Canada’s national output into defence 
and industrial expansion, with a con- 
sequent decrease of production for 
civilian consumption, A widening of 
the disparity between spending power 
and available consumer goods might 
result, 

The long-term forces tending to 
undermine the value of the dollar 
were more deeply rooted, he stated. 
Among them he included: the politi- 
cal unpopularity of anti-inflationary 
policies; severe taxation which might 
encourage the wage-price spiral; and 
shorter working-hours at a time of 
heavy demand on the collective ef- 
forts of the population. 

Looking: at_the positive side, Mr. 
Gardner stressed the need of a “great 
re-emphasis” on the value of savin, 
as a stabilizing force. If savings fail- 
ed to keep abreast of output going

Gordon R. Ball, general manager, 
presented the balance-sheet, showi:

In Saskatchewan's Population 


~ OTTAWA.—Major growth in the population of Manitoba and 
Alberta during the past decade occurred after 1946, while Sask- 
atchewan showed less of a decline after that year than during 
the war period, according to figures released by the bureau of 


statistics. 


Saskatchewan's greatest population 
drop was confined largely to the war- 
time period 1941 to 1946 when many 
of its people moved to the east and 
British Columbia to take jobs in war 
plants and many others enlisted. It 
would appear large numbers never 
returned to that province. 

Manitoba’s population has fluctuat- 
ed in the 10-year period 1941 to 1951. 
It showed a drop of 2,821 up to 1946 
and since that year the gain has 
been 44,892, 

In Saskatchewan the population 
drop.from 1941 to 1946 was 63,304 
while since 1946 the decline is shown 
as 3,513. 


The aggregate population of the 
three prairie provinces rose 115,641 
or about five per cent. in the 10 
years, showing an increase of 174,- 
605 or seven per cent. since the 1946 
prairie census, 


There was a wartime decrease in 
the prairie population of 58,964 or 
2.5 per cent, between 1941 and 1946. 

Combined population of the three 
provinces in 1951 was 2,587,546 com- 
pared with 2,362,941 in 1946’ and 2,- 
421,905 in 1941, _ 

Main growth occurred in Alberta 
where the population rose nearly 18 
per cent, from 796,169 in 1941 to 
936,556 in 1951. “The numerical in- 
crease was 140,387, almost all of 
which took place in the last five 
years. 

The 1946 population of Alberta 
was 803,330, the rise from 1941 
amounting to only 7,161. From 1946 
to 1951 the gain was 183,226, 

Manitoba's population increased 
42,071 or 6 per cent. from 729,744 
in 1941 to 771,815 in 1951. All of 
the increase took place since 1946 
when the population was 726,923. 
The drop between 1941 and 1946 was 
2,821, while the gain since 1946 was 
44,892, 

Population of Saskatchewan show- 
ed a decrease of 66,817 or approxi- 
mately eight per cent. from 896,992 
in 1941 to 829,175 in 1951, The de- 
cline was almost wholely contracted 
in the war time period, the 1946 


population of the province standing 
at 832,688, 

Alberta, now Canada’s fourth 
largest province in population—had 
an increase in population between 
1931 and 1941 of 64,564 and a rise 
of 143,151 between 1921 and 1931. 
Sharpest ten-year gain in Alberta's 
history was 301,283 between 1901 and 
1911,

Manitoba's numerical increase be- 
tween 1981 and 1941 was 29,605 and 
90,021 between 1921 and 1931. 
Largest 10-year increase of 206,183 
occurred between 1901 and 1911, 

" The drop in Saskatchewan’s popu- 
lation between 1941 and 1951 follow- 
ed a 1931-1941 decline of 25,743. 

Up to 1931 when the population of 
Saskatchewan had reached a peak of 
921,785, this province had shown the 
largest numerical rise in population 
of the three provinces. The increase 
between 1921 and 1931 was 164,275 
between 1911 and 1921 it was 265,- 
078 and 401,153 between 1902 and 
1911, 

Population totals for earlier years 
for the three provinces follow, 

Manitoba: 1901, 255,211; 1911, 461,- 
894; 1921, 610,118;' 1931, 400,139. 

Saskatchewan: 1901, 91,259; 1911,

All provinces made gains with the 
exception of Saskatchewan ‘which 
dropped 66,817 to 829,175 from 895,- 
992. 


Biggest provincial gain in numbers 
was made by Ontario which increas- 
ed 774,699 to 4,562,854 from 3,787,- 
655. 

The Northwest Territories made 
the smallest increase, expanding by 
2,988 to 15,016 from 12,028,

After 1919, when the copper ore 
ran out, Phoenix emptied. One by 
one, the houses fell down until today 
only one is’ left standing. 


The first doctor hege built that 
house and when everybody else left 
Bambury moved into it, It is cram- 


med with newspapers and magazines, 
old tintypes, salvaged lumber and 
buckets of rusty nails. The snow has 
sifted in through rattling, windows 
and creaking doors. 


On the porch, Bambury had nailed 
a printed card which said simply: 
“Phoenix, B,C.”.

25, A new mound in the dilapidated 
cemetery of tottering and fallen 
gravestones is the only evidence that 
one man dreamed that the ghosts 
would leave Phoenix and men would 
come back,
